BOARD W IL L REFUSE TO 
PAY 


Pre s ide nt Sa y s Boa rd of Accounts 


Rule d Aga ins t Pa y ing for Stre e t

The 
library board will not giv e 
serious attention to the p rop osed no­ 
tice ot‘ the city council that begin­ 
ning July 1, 19 16, a rental of $75 
l>er month would be charged for the 
library building. 
The board 
does 
not meet until nex t Monday night, 
but it is 
stated 
authoritativ ely it 
does believ e that the council is em­ 
p owered to collect such a rental. 
U. S. Mercer, p resident of the lib­ 
rary board, said today that in his 
op inion the council is not v ested with 
that p ower as the building belongs 
to the p ublic. 
“The statute giv es 
the library board the right to make 
any assessment not 
to 
ex ceed ten 
cents on each one hundred dollars,” 
declared Mr. Mercer, “and it is quite 
ap p arent that this 
could 
be more 
than offset by rental charge if the 
council were emp owered to collect 
it.” 
The board will p ay no attention 
to the notice, Mr. Mercer asserted, 
and the council will hav e to p rov e 
its right to collect such rental in the 
court. 
“ If that right is established 
in court, we will hav e nothing more 
to say , but until that time the lib­ 
rary board will not p ay the rental 
asked.” 
It is also ex p lained that 
while tin» city treasurer i> also treas­ 
urer of the library board by v irtue 
of his 
p osition, he cannot 
legally 
keep out the 
rental 
charge as all 
money can only be p aid up on order 
of the board. 
The county treasurer 
sends the warrant for the library 
fund to the city treasurer but he re­ 
ceiv es it as the treasurer of the li­ 
brary board and must turn the en­ 
tire amount into the treasury , it is 
stated. 
When the streets abutting on the 
library p rop erty were imp rov ed with 
concrete the cost was p aid out of 
city funds 
and it 
is p resumed by 
some that if the city must keep up 
such imp rov ements it is entitled to 
rent for the p rop erty . 
In answer to 
this, howev er, Mr. Mercer ex p lained 
that the matter was taken up with 
the state board of accounts and he 
was informed at that time that the 
library funds could not be used for 
such p urp oses, and that a s the p rop ­ 
erty 
belonged to 
the 
city it was 
obligated by law to p ay for all im­ 
p rov ements of that character. 
Mr. 
Mercer said that he inquired of the 
state board of accounts at the same 
time if the city could collect a rent­ 
al and was 
informed 
that it could 
not and that the library board would 
be held liable for any money p aid 
for such 
p urp ose. 
Howev er, 
this 
was the op inion of the state board 
of accounts and the matter would 
hav e to be taken to the courts for 
final settlement. 
Relativ e 
to the notice 
that the 
library board 
would increase 
the 
lev y from six cents to eight cents,

That last month wa> the coldest 
August for many y ears is shown by 
a comp arison of the weather rep orts 
for this city . 
The normal temp era­ 
ture for August in this locality is 
74.6 degrees and the av erage temp er­ 
ature for last month was hut 70.6 de­ 
grees or a deficiency for four degrees. 
For the first time in y ears frost was 
rep orted during the month hut it 
wa s 
not heav y enough to result in crop 
damage. 
The 
monthly rep ort on x Vugust 
weather which has been comp iled by 
J. Thomas Hay s, official weather ob­ 
serv er here, shows that there was a 
wide range in the temp erature. 
On 
the 16th the mercury shot up to 
ninety -fiv e degrees and on the last 
day it slip p ed down to forty -one de­ 
grees. 
For the corresp onding month 
in 19 14 the highest temp erature was 
9 8 degrees and the lowest was 54 de­ 
g rees. The normal for the month was 
76 degrees last y ear a> comp ared to 
70.6 degrees this y ear. 
Figuring in another way it is p os­ 
sible to show the great difference be­ 
tween August weather thi- y ear and 
in 19 14. 
Last month the av erage 
max imum temp erature was 81.4 de­ 
grees against 88.3 degrees in 19 14. 
The av erage low 
temp erature last 
month was 59 .8 degrees comp ared 
with 63.8 degrees in August last y ear.

quite informal. 
The assump tion was

p ared. 
Officials said p robably the 
memorandum was hastened forward 
ahead of the formal communication 
for the p urp ose of p rev enting delay 
in ex p lanations concerning the Arabic 
from breeding anti-German feeling iu 
the United States. 
No doubt the message would be 
accep table as the memorandum th a t 
p receded it.

DROPS TO NEW LOW RECORD 


English Pound Breaks In Value, Ef­ 
fecting Foreign Exchange. 
New York, Sept. I.— A break In 
the value of the British pound ster­ 
ling to $4.57% not only established a 
new low record, but brought the prob­ 
lem of foreign exchange to a serious 
point. 
It was an overnight break of 3% 
cents and was 1% cents below the 
m ark set weeks ago by bankers and 
financial m en generally as the so­ 
called ‘irreducible m inim um ” which, 
when reached, would cause British 
buyers to seek other m arkets In which 
to place their orders for those imports 
obtainable 
elsewhere 
than 
in 
this 
country. 
In this category are embraced food­ 
stuffs, m anufactured goods and many 
other products largely traded in—In 
fact, almost everything’ save actual 
munitions of war, 
No such violent break had over be­ 
fore been recorded in the foreign ex­ 
change m arkets here. 
Recent ship­ 
m ents of gold to this city, including 
the arrival of $19,500,000 from Eng­ 
land, have been unavailing to change 
prices for the better. 
Bankers agree 
that vast sums of gold—not less than 
$500,000,000—m ust be sent to even up 
the trem endous balance of trade.

Some women consider bread-making 
a part of housework to be avoided. 
The reason probably is that their idea 
of bread making is based upon the old 
laborious method known as the slow- 
rising process. 
In the quick-rising process, bread 
can be made easily in from three to five 
hours’ time, according to the amount 
of yeast used. 
H ere is a recipe for 
making bread by the quick-rising pro­ 
cess, which will m ake four standard 
sized loaves. 
If only two loaves are 
desired, use just half the quantities: 
One quart liquid (water, w ater and 
milk, m ilk); 
two level tablespoons 
sugar, three level tablespoons butter 
or lard, two level teaspoons salt, bi 
cake to 4 cakes compressed yeast, ap­ 
proximately three quarts of flour. 
Place the sugar, salt and shortening 
(lard or butter) in the mixing bowl. 
Put the yeast in a small amount of 
w ater to soften. 
H eat the milk or 
other liquid to scalding point and pour 
It over the three ingredients in the 
mixing bowl. 
Allowr the m ixture to 
cool to about 72 degrees. 
W hen the 
tem perature Is right, add the dissolved 
yeast. 
If the liquid is too warm, there 
is danger of killing the yeast and m ak­ 
ing soggy, sour bread. 
Add the flour a little at a time, beat­ 
ing the mixture thoroughly. 
W hen it 
is too stiff to beat any longer, place 
the dough on the bread board and be­ 
gin kneading, adding flour gradually. 
Flours differ in powers of absorption 
and it is not always possible to nam e 
the best amount to use. 
Make it a 
point always not to use all the flour 
specified unless you find it necessary. 
Soft dough makes tender bread. When 
the dough will not stick to the fingers 
in kneading, enough flour has been 
added and it is stiff enough to use. 
If 
the dough is too stiff, it will rise slow­ 
ly and may be dry after baking. 
The mixing and the kneading have 
a great deal to do with the texture 
and quality of the bread. 
Thorough 
mixing distributes the yeast evenly 
through the dough. 
Kneading adds 
the oxygen from the air, which is ne­ 
cessary 
for 
proper 
rising. 
Bread 
should he kneaded until the dough is 
smooth in appearance and has a satiny 
gloss on the surface. 
Clean the mixing howl and grease 
with butter. 
Put dough in the bowl 
and cover with a plate or lid. 
As the 
proper temj>erature for the working 
of the yeast is from 70 to 72 degrees, 
the dough should be kept near this 
tem perature while rising, 
lf you have 
no therm om eter, feel the dough. 
It I 
should be slightly warm to the touch—- 
the rising must not continue too lo n g - 
only until the dough reacher double 
its original size. 
W hen it has risen 
sufficiently, knead it down thoroughly 
to break up the bubbles in the dough 
and distribute the gas evenly through 
It. 
After the second thorough kneading, 
the dough may he divided into loaves, 
shaped and placed in the pans for its 
second rising. 
\\ hen once more it has 
doubled in size, it is ready for the 
oven. 
Bake in individual pans for I 
about or. * hour and fifteen minutes. 
It should be so thoroughly baked that 
when pressed upon it will Immediate­ 
ly spring out upon release of pressure. 
The color should he golden brown. top. 
sides and bottom. When cut. it should 
have a soft, velvety texture. 
It should 
slice smoothly, w ithout crumbling. The 
holes should be num erous and small. 
Occasional large holes show insuffici­ 
ent kneading. 
The color should he of 
a slightly creamy white.
